State Trooper Harold E. Schae­ 
fer, of the Bethlehem Headquarters, 
of the State Police, also aided In 
Investigating a series of thefts of

machinery.

Heller­ 
town, RD, farmer, testified he re­ 
ceived $240 as his share in the 
tractor sale.
